Persian Gulf War 


January 17, 1991-That’s the date 
that none of us will ever be able to 
forget. We woke up to the startling 
news that the United States was 
involved in a war. Many of us had 
heard stories from our parents 
about war, but we had never been 
a part of one. It was scary — very 
scary. 

Some of us had friends and rel- 
atives that were stationed in 
Saudia Arabia. Were they in- 
volved? Would they be involved 
soon? Information was superficial. 
We all watched CNN news during 
first period that morning. Still, no 
real concrete information. The 
U.S. had launched an attack on 
Saddam Hussein. Our troops had 
gone in full air attack and had 
come away with quite a few stra- 
tegic hits-just what those strategic 
hits were no one knew. 

Those first simultaneous attacks 
took the world by surprise. War 
was on the horizon, but not even 
world leaders were prepared the 
full-blown night attack. ‘‘The first 
30 minutes of the attack was cru- 
cial and intense,’’ we heard from 
broadcasters. ‘‘We needed to es- 
tablish air superiority right from 
the beginning,’ they continued. 
What would our future hold? Was 
this to be a world war? Did Sad- 
dam have nucleur power to coun- 
teract with? What would our world 
be like tomorrow when we woke 
up? 

Each new day brought more news. 
Even still we were confused and 
unsure. The United States 
seemed to have everything in con- 
trol-at least that’s what the news- 
casters said. Saddam didn’t fall 
the way we thought he would. 
‘We're kicking his butt all the way 
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off the map,”’ you could hear stu- 
dents say. Even yet, Saddam hung 
on. What would it take to make 
this man give up?
